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Educational Complex Proposed 


K-5 elementary schools. Grades 
6-12 in an educational park at the 
83-acre Shawsheen Road site 
where the high school andthe West 
Junior High are already located. 

This is how the school adminis- 
tration would like to organize An- 
dover’s student body, five years 
from now, .including their low es- 
timate of 230 new pupils a year. 

The educational park for over 
4000 pupils would center on alarge 
core facility which would serve not 
only the seven grades to be housed 
at the centrally located Shawsheen 
Road site, but the community at 
large. 

The administration gave the 
school committee three alterna- 
tive plans Tuesday for coping with 
school housing in a system which 
gained 303 pupils this year and is 
now filled to capacity. 

Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert said the administrators 
consensus was that the secondary 
educational park plan for grades 
6-12 would equalize educational 
opportunity for all secondary stu- 
dents, bring 6th grade students to 
wider resources, and avoid ex- 
pensive duplication of important 
educational resources. He said 
that a K-4 elementary plan is 
desirable in many ways, but would 
be economically infeasible. High 
School Principal Philip Wormwood 
said the 6-12 plan-offered exciting 
educational opportunities, and the 
large number of pupils involved 
would make economically feasible 
desirable core facilities, (library, 
swimming pool, art workshops) 
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which would be available to the 
community at large. 

In this plan; which is the ad- 
ministration’s choice over two 
alternative plans they presented 
Tuesday night, Shawsheen School 
and East Junior High would be 
phased out as regular classroom 
buildings, but not go out of use, 
when new construction at the edu- 
cational park is completed, some 
four or five. years from now. 

East Junior High could even- 
tually house the school administra- 
tion and possibly other town 
offices, and be a core facility for 
K-5 students. The school depart- 
ment has a choice of purposes 
Shawsheen could serve, come the 
millenium.

mittee meeting thus zeroed in on 
the nitty-gritty of the 1970-1980 
educational master plan which the 
administration presented. The 
committee leaned heavily toward 
the 6-12 educational park plan, but 
wanted more graphic descriptions, 
more details and rough cost es- 
timates before making the long 
awaited decision on the shape of 
school buildings to come, The 
committee did buy, however, the 
carefully documented school popu- 
lation projection, which set 2300 
as a conservative, or low, estimate 
of the school population increase 
by 1980. This estimates an aver- 
age annual increase of 230 pupils, 
far lower than the 303 increase

The Andover State Police 
Barracks on the Andover Bypass, 
will remain in operation after 
the new plan for state police pro- 
tection begins sometime next year.

The academic year will be 
divided into three terms, or tri-

In carrying out the new program, 
the academy will make provisions 
for students to work out ap- 
prenticeships in schools, studios, 
laboratories or research organi- 
zations within reach of Andover. 

One group of students is ex- 
pected to undertake a residential 
work-study . program in Boston, 
while another will be assigned to 
a similar project in Mexico under 
the Man in Society course. Vol- 
untary work in hospitals, schools 
and youth and recreation centers 
in the Greater Lawrence-Lowell 
areas will be continued. 

Housing will be under a system 
of six separate clusters of dor- 
mitories, each with about 120 stu- 
dents.

could look into such items as 
manpower, charge for ambulance 
service, backup provisions for 
when the ambulance is not avail- 
able and the experience of other 
communities with ambulance ser- 
vice. 

As for trips to Boston by the 
town ambulance, Austin said that 
age ia a doctor or anurse should 

be mandatory to accompany the 
patient. 


Charging for ambulance service 
would certainly permit some con- 
trol over its use, Austin felt and 
a matter which should be evaluated. 

Fire Chief Henry L. Hilton ex- 
plained that the department now 
charges out-of-town residents for 
ambulance service. He also noted 
that more than half of the calls 
to which the ambulance responds 
involve out-of-town people, mostly 
in accidents. 

In either the police or fire de- 
partment, should the town acquire 
a second ambulance, it would put 
four men out of fire or police 
service, if both vehicles were 
answering Calls. 

To properly man a_ second 
ambulance, it was pointed out, 
an additional seven men would 
be needed at an estimated cost 
-of $80,000. 

Private ambulance service is 
available from Haverhill, Lowell 
and Salem, N.H. for  non- 
emergency cases, and the tele- 
phone numbers are given by the 
fire department when called. 

The manager said he felt that 
for now, the present policy should 
be continued. The article for a 
second ambulance as proposed for 
the October town meeting has been 
abandoned, while a committee 
looks into the overall ambulance 
program. 

Austin suggested that the com- 
mittee discuss the matter with 


physicians, hospital administra- | 


tors, fire fighters, police, pri- 
vate ambulance operators and the 
general public. 

Selectman Sidney P. White 
strongly objected to any delay in 
obtaining a second ambulance. He 
felt the service was necessary 
in view of the growth of the town.

The Andover school administra- 
tors’ educational master plan for 
the decade of the seventies is 
ready for public sharing, public 
advice. 

The school administrators’ 
‘¢summerthing’? was to work out 
the ten-year philosophic base for 


. Andover’s educational program, 


and specific five-year goals to be 
achieved by 1975. 

The schoolmen are thinking in 
terms of three levels of learning 
to further what they see as three 
natural stages of development: the 
inquiry stage of development from 
ages 3 - 9, exploration of the 
environment for ages 10 - 14, 
and the opportunity for older stu- 
dents to apply the results of their 
inquiry and exploration. The pur- 
poses of the three levels would 
be: 

(1) Inquiry schools for students 
up to 9 years, to develop children’s 
natural curiosity, develop the com- 
municative and mathematical 
skills for self-education, and de- 
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velop a positive self-image and 
social consciousness. 

(2) Exploratory Schools for 
children from 10 - 14, to continue 
development of self-education 
skills, to encourage pursuit of in- 
dividual interests, and active par- 
ticipation in the democratic pro- 
cess. 

(3) Application Schools, where 
student 15 and over will construct 
and carry out projects inside and 
outside the school, involving them 
in using both the school and com- 
munity resources. Applying the 
results of their inquiry and ex- 
ploration, should assist them to 
develop their options for the career 
and life styles they will choose. 
Further development of a student’s 
awareness of himself and his 
specific abilities is a very im- 
portant element at the application 
stage of the learning process.

Ag for ‘‘pursuit of 
personal interests,’’ the edu- 
cational master plan is a joint 
administrative effort, but Super- 
intendent Seifert’s trademark can 
be seen in the insistence that 
school be ‘‘a place where a child 
pursues his personal motivations, 
Such an element in a school pro- 
gram is far more significant than 
we might assume.”’ 

The first two goals for 1975 are 
that nearly all Andover school 
children should be meeting the new 
standards for communicative 
skills and mathematics, by the 
sixth grade. 

The approach will be develop- 
mental, rather than remedial; that 
is, check the student early and 
often against the Andover age-level 
standard, then work withproblems 
very early in the student’s career, 
rather than later, when the 
academic and psychological hard- 
ship to the student, and the cost of 
the correction to the community, 
would be much greater. 

3. The third goal asks that the 
s¢hools not take a child’s suc- 
cesses for granted, criticizing only 
his weaknesses, but that by 1975, 
throughout the system, a childwill 
receive ‘‘positive feedback’”’ on 
his skills, abilities and personal- 
ity dimensions, to improve his 
‘*self-concept image’’ and to bet- 
ter understand himself.

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Editorial Comment 


Recreation 


Tonight could well be an important one for Andover, 

A public meeting on the future of recreation programs 
for Andover is to be discussed at Andover High school at 
7:30 p.m. 

A consultant in the field has been retained by the town 
to draw up a master plan for the town’s Recreation Park — 
the sprawling acreage which is now occupied by a small 
building, some developed playfields at Pomp’s pond. 

There is a considerable amount of land which recreation 
minded people would like to see developed better. 

There is also the problem of what to do with the Andover 
Playstead area, which is to be developed along with the 
addition to the William A. Doherty school. 

This too, is to be considered within the realm of the 
work the consultant may be expected to perform for the 
town. 

One must assume that the consultant’s fees are minimal 
in comparison to what the total cost of a master plan for 
recreation for Andover should be. 

But the consultant wants to know what Andover wants. 

What its desires and cost of development may be, could 
prove to be two different things. 

But, in tonight’s meeting, the general public will have 
an opportunity to express its feelings, and later, decide 
if it is economically possible. 

Public expression has always proven to be valuable. 

Through such public exposure, may come information as 
to what recreational facilities we already have available. 
It could be determined how much more is needed. What 
development of the Recreation Park should be undertaken? 

Possibly what use of conservation land, for recreational 
purposes ? 

These questions are important enough to Andover’s 
future to encourage a good attendance. 

We are currently paying upwards of $45,000 in taxes. for 
a recreation program. 

Do we want it expanded? Implemented? Improved? 

Of these questions, only the public can answer. 

A good response tonight will plot a course for the town 
in its future planning. 


Polling Places 


Tuesday’s primary election, while being sparsely par- 
ticipated in by the voters of the community, showed some- 
thing else beside lack of participation. 

It displayed a need for election officials to take a good 
look at the polling places available to the voters. 

We understand they are already doing so, since adjust- 
ments are anticipated as the town continues to grow and 
polling places become outdated. 

One such location, is the precinct four location, the 
Grange Hall on Shawsheen road. 

The location appears to be inconvenient for one of the 
town’s largest precincts. 

The wooden building seems to be outdated for today’s 
voter needs, particularly in a precinct which accommodates 
probably the second largest registration in town, serving 
primarily the rapidly expanding West Andover area. 

With the opening of the West school, it would seem that 
facilities there would adapt quite readily to the few 
days in the course of the yearthat would be required for 
election processes. 

Adequate parking is provided. 

The new building certainly could accommodate the large 
number of voters registered. 

It would be comfortable for those exercising their fran- 
chise. 

In a day when the people of Andover have been urged to 
use the municipal buildings for which they paid millions 
of dollars, here, is classic use for such a structure, 

For those who might argue that such all-day activity 
might be disruptive to the schoo! program, could we 
suggest just the opposite. 

To the youngsters in the school, such activity could 
most certainly become a part of the learning process, as 
they watch their parents and adults of the community par- 
ticipate in the democratic process of selecting their ad- 
ministrators. 

The William A. Doherty school became one of the first 
public school buildings in town to be used this week for 
the primary. It appeared to work out well and without dis- 
ruption to the school day. 

Certainly, as the town grows and facilities are needed, 
examination of the town’s public building for such things. 
as elections, should be considered. 


| Pollution 


The town may very shortly be called upon to provide 
funds to curb pollution problems in the Shawsheen River. 
It will be called upon to do so, ‘since the town has 


proven to be a contributor. 


Town Manager J. Maynard Austin reported to the select- 
men this week, that the town was contributing to the pollu- 
tion problems in the Shawsheen through some cracked 
sewer pipes, through which seepage reaches the stream, 
the Ballardvale Treatment plant which disposes fluid in 
the waterway, along with some other problems. 

The manager noted in his comments that the Shawsheen, 
is an ‘‘aging stream,’’ commenting on the growth of weeds. 

The Shawsheen certainly is aging and pollution of it, 
contributes not just to the Andover area, but to many com- 
munities, since it terminates and enters the highly-polluted 


Merrimack. 


If Andover has been responsible for some of the prob- 


lems, then they must be cured 


by its residents. 


Industrial problems are being resolved through orders of 


state authorities. 


The town can not shirk from its duty, and no doubt, town 
meeting in March will be faced with appropriations to cure 


existing problems. 


The problem was created through neglect, no doubt, and 
the assumption that the river was there and subject to use. 
We have learned differently in later years, and now must 
provide remedies for the mistakes of past and present 
generations, in order to preserve natural resources for the 


generation which awaits.

Alligators 


Are Smiling 


Travellers from florida report 
that there seems to be an extra 
wide grin on the face of the alli- 
gator this year. 

And well there might be. This 
is the happiest year the alligators 
have known for many a moon, 

John C. Raftery, Superintendent 
of Everglades National Park, says, 
“After many years of frustration, 
we are happy to report that poach- 
ing is on the decline inEverglades 


National Park as well as through- . 


out the range of the AmericanAlli- 
gator.”’ 

The decrease in poaching is at- 
tributed to the strong conservation 
laws recently passed to prevent 
poaching. In September, a New 
York State law will go into effect 
banning sale of alligator products. 
A similar law went into effect in 
New York City July 1. In June 
an amendment to the federal En- 
dangered Species Act became ef- 
fective, preventing interstate ship- 
ment of alligator hides. 

Mr. Raftery says, ‘*The popula- 
tion of alligators seems tobe hold- 
ing its own and, of course, will 
increase. ‘There has not been a 
hatching season since the decline 
of poaching; however, the adult 
alligators are appearing frequently 
in many places where they had pre- 
viously been poached. Therefore, 
we are quite sure that the poaching 
is at a very low ebb. 

‘‘The status of theAmericanAl- 
ligator is the best it has been in 
many, many years. Unless there 
are some changes in laws, this 
status will continue to improve. 

‘‘Throughout the range of the 
American Alligator, the destruc- 
tion of habitat is cutting down on 
the population; however, my state- 


em ee 


ments apply to the areas where it 
is generally in good condition. We 
do have many areas which will be 
protected, such as Everglades Na- 


tional Park, the Conservation 


areas of the Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control District, 
and other fine alligator habitat 
areas where the alligator will 
always be found as long as the 
markets for their hides are not 
available.’’ 

C, Russell Mason, Executive 
Director of the Florida Audubon 
Society, adds, ‘‘All along, many of 
us have felt that if we could des- 
troy the market, we could stop 
poaching. We believe that poaching 
has already decreased. Most of 
the poachers were known by the 
Florida Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission. However, there 
was difficulty in getting convic- 
tions. 

‘*T am sure that the Game and 
Fish Commission will get the word 
to the poachers about the lost 
markets. As a result, there will 
be an increase in the importation 
of the Caiman (a cousin of the 
alligator). Martin Northrup, our 
conservation specialist, observed 
many Caiman hides from Ven- 
ezuela in the warehouse of a Miami 
importer.’’ 

Since 1961, it has been illegal 
to, kill alligators in Florida, but 
penalties were light. New Florida 
laws permit prison sentences of up 
to five years. Andthe laws against 
transport and sale of alligator 
products have taken away 
the market and incentive for poach- 
ing. 
Happily, it looks as if survival 
is in sight for the endangered 
alligator.
